ITALIAN PAELIAMENT. 



Report on the Bank Scandals Pre- 
sented—Severe Redeetions on 
tbe Ministry. 



Scenes of Great Disortler Both in and 
Outside tlie House— Besigna-' 
tlons Certain.

Rome, Nov. 23, — The eighteenth Ression 

of the Italian Parliament opened to-day. 
The Chamber of Uepiitios was crowded with 
all the loading politiciuna of the country. 
Signer Gtliseppe ZanardoUi, the present 
president of the Chamber, announced that 
ho had received under seal the report of the 
cummission appointed to investigate the 
bank scandals. Several of the mem- 
bers demanded that the report ho 
read immodately. Signer Zanardelli pro- 
posed that the report ba printed 
and distributed among the members. 
Signor Felise Cavalott, extreme radical 
member for Corteoiand, persisted that the 
report should be read instantly. Signor 
Mattao Imbriani, who also is a radical and 
Irrtdontist, opposed the reading, arguing 
sardonically that it was impossible. The 
House, he said, must wait, seeing that a 
number of its members were compromised 
in the tortuoua buBineas. He added: "Some 
of the ininiatera are also implicated." 

Signor Giolitti, tho Prime Minister, im- 
mediately rose and declared that the Gov- 
ernment waa entirely disintereated, adding 
that »a a deputy he desired that the report 
be read, 

Tho Clmniber tliereupon approved the 
propoBition to read tho report. Amid in- 
ereahing disorder and excitement the com- 
mission's report was read. It was more ae- 
ro than had been expected upon tho dep- 
utiea, niiuistera and ox-miniotera implicoted 
more or less in tho bank scandala. The Qrat 
name mentioned aa having been too olosoly 
naaooiatod with doubtful bunk affairs was 
that of Pietro Lacava. minister of commerce. 
Hiaaea and applause greeted the conimia- 
aion's criticiamof his conduct. The others 
blamed for theaamoreason by the commiasion 
are Count Michelo Aniudoi, some time under 
aecretary of state ; Pietro Dalvecohio, a 
friend of Premier Giolitti ; Filippo Gaval- 
lini, Duke Gennaro di San Donati, Auguato 
Elitt, one of tho uhl (Juribaldiaua ; Alessan- 
dro Xarduicci, Hartolomeo Miizzino, Luigi 
Miceli, an old follower of Garibaldi ; Fran- 
oeaco Montagna, Baron Giovauni ; Niootera, 
twice miniater of tho interior — tho lust time 
under Criapi ; liruno Chimirri, ex-minister 
of agriculture and of justice, And a diatin- 
guiahed lawyer. 

The reading of the list was aooompanied 
with cries of condemnation and protest feoni 
all part of tho Chamber. The commiasion 
recorded its disapproval of Premier Criapi 
and. GKlltU Mioeli, ex-minister of Agricul- 
ture, and Prof. Lnigi Luzzatti, formerly 
minister of finance. These gentlemen, said 
the report, as members of various Cabinets, 
were cognizant of tbe Condition of the Banca 
Romans, yet held baolc from the Chambers 
and the publio all information as 
to its disordTered affairs. Premier Giolitti 
was censured severely. "He knew of tho 
bank's irregularities as early as 18S9," aaid 
the report, " although 6a late aa laat Feb- 
ruary, he declared that he did not know of 
them." Cries (if " he lied " and " shame " 
came from the extreme left as the atatemeut 
waa read. Aa to the press charges 
that (Jiolitti aaid the hank's money waa 
not used in the last election, continued the 
report, tho conunission would declare that 
this was not proved, although declining to 
allirm that it waa ciisproved. Giolitti waa 
blamed moat by the comniiasion, beoauao of 
hia conduct when the notorious Tanlongo, 
the convicted governor of tho ISauca Ro- 
maua, wua nominated for the Senate. At 
that time (Jiolitti knew Tanlongo to be a 
defaulter, aaid the conimisaioD, yet ho did 
not riiso a protest. There had been a de- 
plorable mistake. 

As this part of the report waa read, sev- 
eral deputies sprang to their feet poiutinp 
to Giolitti, and ahouted : "Shame upon 
you!" " (juit your seat I " "leave the 
Hou«e ! " "you are a diegrace I" "re- 
sign I " At the end of the reading of the 
report, calls for /J xnardelli, President of the 
Chamber, could be heard above the din. 
Zinardelli refused to speak. The Extrem- 
ists began groaning, and tbe Ministerialiats, 
who approved of Zanardelli'a refusal, an- 
swered with cheers. Half the deputies 
were on their feet, and were pushing and 
jostling so violently that a fight appeared 
unavoidable. 

Matteo Imbriani sprang to a seat, and 
waving a paper at the President, shouted 
that it contained a motion to impeach the 
miniBtors. "We can discuss it to-morrow." 
said Z:uiardolli. 

' No, now, to-ni^jlit, we must discuss it 
now !" wa.'i shouted back from hundreds of 
uioutlia. Jhn preseed forward towards the 
Presiilont and tiui Ministers. 

After some he'dtation, Zanardelli bub- 
pendud the sitlinc. Aa he left tho Chamber, 
tho deputies crowded up to shout insults 
and accusations after him, and to hoot and 
bias. Tlio President's departure was with- 
out; ed'cot. 

Tho Oppositiondeinitiea continued to heap 
inaulta ui'on the mini.sters, wlio, white-faced 
and determined, looked aa if they would 
bravo the atorrn to the end. ^Vheu, how- 
ever, the tumult continued to increaae, they 
roao and walked aiowly from tho Chamber, 
bile tho mob of deputies shouted and curs- 
ed after them. iJisgraceful aoenea followed 
tlic departure of tho ministers. Rival depu- 
ties exchanged insults, and pushed and pull- 
1 each (It her over seats and desks. The 
viaitora groaned and hissed, and cheered, 
and refused to obey the Qaeator'a orders to 
leave. Eventually, at \10 o'clock, 
tho elcctrio lights were turned out, 
tho vilifying in the Chamber ended abruptly 
and tho deputies hastonod to the street. An 
immense crowd had gathered outside, for 
tho news of the tumult in the Chamber had 
spread throughout tho neighborhood. All 
the Opposition deputies were cheered as 
thay appoorod. Frodorioo Colajannni, a 
Socialist member and a most determined 
iiover for an invcaligation of the bank 
candals, was received with wild onthu- 
iaHin. In reply to tho acolaima of the groat 
rowd, hu ahouteil from tho steps, " You 
aro faint hearted, ysu have no convictions ; 
if you had you would jnit tho torch to this 
parliamentary hovel." 

Premier (\iiolitli immediately after leav- 
ing tho Chamber, reported tho events of the 
day to King Humbert. A council of min- 
isters 1 will be held in the morning. The 



resignation of Iho cabinet Booms 'inevitable, 
Signor ZanardelU is expected to resign tho 
Presidency of the Chamber. The abuse 
which be Buffered 'to-day apparently pre- 
cludes all possibility of his forining a min- 
istry, although, previous to this event, ho 
waa regarded as sure of aucooeding 
Giolitti. Tho aituution ia critical.

THE FEENCH ClIAMBEll. 

Opeuiugf of the Debate on the Vote 
of GonfldeneQ De- 
mand. 

The Government Accused of a Policy 
Leading; to Socialistic Ex- 
plosion. 



Paris, Nov. 23. — Mr. Lookeroy, Radical 
Republican, opened tho debate in the 
Chamber of Deputloa to-day on the Govern- 
ment demand for a vote of confidence. He 
declared tho preceding sitting, at which the 
Governmenti announced its programme, as 
an oratorical tonmament between Govern- 
ment representatives and revolutionary 
politiciaaa. There was room for a genuine 
Republican policy. Ho then proceeded to 
contrast the former parties, and met 
with boisterous ^ interruptions when 
he declared that tbe Monarchista 
had been disarmed. Ho became 
sarcastic, and said to three members who 
interrupted him : " You are the only Roy- 
alists left." Continuing, he said that tho 
declaration made by Prime Minister Du- 
puy meant war against tho Republican 
party. Tho programme wos more like eno 
for a monarchy than a republic. It is a ne- 
gation of Gambetta'a programme. M, Locko- 
roy reproached the niiuisler for the absence 
of a common underataHding in the cabinet. 
Some of the men holding positions, who 
have formerly advocated a revision of tho 
constitution, an income tax and tbe separa- 
tion of tho Church and state, to keep their 
places, had abandoned whatever honor they 
had ever had. Tho cabinet was following a 
policy that would lead to an explosion of 
revolutionary sooialism. -A sound pol- 
icy was impossible with suoh a 
heterogenooua ministry. The {anxiety 
which they manifested to conceal the ab- 
sence of a programme by flaunting the 
spectre of international .Sooialiam. 

At this point M. M. Jourde, Jaures and 
liaudin, all Socialists, rose, yelling wildly. 

M, Deeehelain, Union Republican, also 
interrupted the speaker, Baying : "There 
are anti-patriots in the Chambera." 

Thia caused further uproar, and M. Locke- 
roy left the tribune amid the applause of 
the applause of tho extreme Radicals. 
None of tho other membera applauded him. 

M. Harthou, Independent Progreaaiat, 
followed M. Lookeroy, and asked M. Peytral, 
minister of linance, to explain hia change nf 
front on tho income tax question. 

Continuing, M. Rarthou denounced the 
iSocialistu and criticized the prggramnio. 
What tho country ueeded, he aaid, was 
practical reform and not fantastic dreams. 
M. Chautemps appealed verbosely to tho 
Reiiulilicana to unite against the Socialists, 
who n;enaced ihe republic. M. Deschanel 
spuku in support of Premier Dupuy's pro- 
grau.ine. 

The Chamber adjourned till Saturday.

LoKDON, Nov. 2.3.— Mr. Frank May, for- 
merly caahier of the Bank of England, fin- 
ally severed hia connection with tho bank on 
Saturday, under sanction of the dirootors. 
His non-appearance at his usual peat revived 
the subsiding rumors concerning his with- 
drawal, and created others, the most sensa- 
tional of which was that ho had committed 
auicide. The directora held a apecial meet- 
ing yesterday to decide whether they should 
iaauo an olfioial statement to show that tho 
reports that the bunk had sustained heavy 
losses through £lr. May were baseless, A 
majority of tho directors privately 
state that the resignation of Mr. May 
was due to his inducing tho bank to 
engage In transactions that did not accord 
with its old traditions. Instead of keeping 
to cast-iron Beouritiea Mr. May had ven- 
tured on Bome of an elastic character. Duly 
a small sum of money ia involved. It is 
probable that tho loaa incurred will not ex- 
ceed £2.5,000, and it may bo less, but it was 
tho breach of principle that brought Mr. 
May before tho directors. The ex-cashier 
acts as though he had nothing on his con- 
Bcience. Ho lives at hia country seat near 
St. Albans and daily appeara in the city, 
where he doea business at the otfice of his 
son, who ia a meujber of the firm of Cole- 
man k, May, stock brokers.

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HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 



Oilicera of the State Department Be- 
lieve tbe Queen Has Been ^ 
' Bestored, 



Tlie Kezt Steamer Expected to Bring: 
This News From Hono- 
Inin. 



Nrw Ynuic, Knv, 23. — A Sun spaoiul 
from Wasliiugtou City says : "The reply of 
Minister Thuratou to eomo of Mr. Blount'a 
iagrant mieatutcmcutii and bis bold accusu- 
tioDBof untrathfulucHa agaiuBt the ex-oom- 
missioner bikve given great ofFenso to certain 
officials of the administration who are sup- 
posed to represent the views of tlio Presi- 
dent and Secretory of State. The iudigmi- 
tiou of theao gentlemen ia ao greiit thut they 
do not hcaitate to iatiinato to friends thut 
Mr. Thurston's passports will be returned 
bytho President. He ia uocuao'l of violat- 
ing all know rules of diplomatic etiquette 
and there is a loud demand from the State 
Department clique for his punisliniont. It 
could not be learned last night what steps 
the administration proposes to take, if any, 
to discipline the plain-spoken representative 
of the Provisional Government. 

Washinotom CiTT, Nov. 23.— Senator 
Mitoheil, of Oregon, when asked by an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter to express his opinion 
oonoerning the attitude of the people of the 
Paoifio Coast toward the Hawaiian question, 
said : "I have talked with a great many peo- 

Jle in San Francisco and other points on the 
'aoifia Coast, and oan say the general eenti- 
ment in that part of tbe country is very de- 
oiaive and emphatio in opposition to 
what the people there eeom to un- 
derstand to be the polioy of the 
administration, and their undcratiind- 
ing when I left there wua that 
this policy looked to t!io overthrow of the 
existing government and re-eatublishment of 
the queen." He deijlliied to Hpeak in regard 
to a sufjgcation in aoino S:m Fr.i.ncisco ptiper 
that Clovelmiil bo impeached on ihu ground 
tliat in such an event the aeiiiito would bo 
the court to try liim, and it would be un- 
seemly lo speak in advanoe. The senator, 
did not, however, heaitate at auying that lie 
^ belioved the sentiment of the Pacitic 
coast was that the present government of 
the Hawaiian ialuncls ought to be let alone 
by the Uniti'd Stales, 

" It is," said ho, " to say the least, a 
government in fact, which has been recog- 
nized not alone by our Government, but by 
nearly every civilized government of the 
earth, certainly by every government hav- 
ing a representative in Hawaii. Willis has 
been accredited to this Government by the 
President. If, then, we are correct in this 
impression which wo are justified in enter- 
taining, that Willis is instruoted to use his 
influence and the influence of this Govern- 
ment, either diplomatically, through peace- 
ful iastmraentalities alone, or by means of 
a naval demonstration on the part of 
the United States, to overthrow tbe Gov- 
ernment to which he is accredited— if, 
I say, this view of the case is correct, iti 
presents an anomaly in diplomacy. It 
presents, I think I am safe in saying, a caso 
heretofore unknown in the annala of inter- 
national courtesies. There would bo as 
much consistency in inatructioiia to our min- 
ister to Franco to investigate the nieana by 
which the present form of government in 
that country was inaugurated, or the pre- 
sent adminiatration installed and to attempt 
to overthrow it and restore the Pourbons or 
H'jnapartiats to power as there ia in our ef- 
forts to rethrono Queen Llliuokalani. 
Really it ia ridiculona, and would bo laugh- 
able if not a matter of state importance. 
Even if the way wore clear and unob- 
structed, it seems to mo that our Govern- 
ment might bo engaged in better business 
than in an attempt to boost back on the 
throne tbe deposed Queen of the Hawaiian 
islands." 

OfHcera of the atute department fully bo- 
lievo that Queen Liliuokalaui has by this 
time been restored to the Hawaiian throne, 
while not fixing the precise time the rein- 
statement took place. While aotnal force 
may not have been authorized, there was to 
bo such a show as to make the Provisional 
'Ooverament believe the United States woa'.d 
use all tbe power at its command to bring 
-about restoration. Tbe statement b also 
made that if Dole refuses to accede to the 
demands of Willis ho will bo thrust aside 
and the Queen restored, oven if the admin- 
istration has to go to congress for 
authority. At the same time it ia 
claimed there waa no necesaity for 
any such notion, as information from the 
ialanda was to iho effect that everything 
was working precisely as expected. One of 
the reaaona for the belief in aomo quarterH 
that restoration took place yeaterday is 
that, unleaa the restoration took place bo- 
fore the arrival of the first steamer from 
tho United States since the atitudo of the 
adminiatration waa made public, it would 
not be made at all, because tho sentiments 
of the United States and the report of Min- 
i8l;er Thurston to the Provisioual Govern- 
ment would have a tendency to sustain 
them, and cause them to resist Min- 
ister Willis' eGTorts at restoration. 
This phase was suggested to the State 
department to-diy, and the reply re- 
ceived was that it made no diHerence ; 
restoration would go on just tho same. It 
is claimed that as soon as it was known that 
the United States would not sustain the 
Provisional Govorniiient, but was determin- 
ed to undo wiua had been done by the revo- 
lutiouista, the public would compel restora- 
tion of the Queen and the Provisional Gov- 
ernment would fall and the members hasten 
to take advantage of the amnesty which 
Minister Willis would insist that the Queen 
should grant upon being reutorcJ to power. 

Tho Alameda ia expected to arrive to- 
morrow morning. At the department there 
is not much expectation of any important 
news being received by her, although auch a 
thing is barely possible. 

At tho State Department it was aaid that 
the newspapers have been given everything' 
in tho Hawaiian matter except the iiistruc- 
tiona to Minister Willis, It is stated that 
the inatruotiona will be made public in Hon- 
olulu and oomo to thia country. It is aa- 
aerted that tho iufornn»tion received on tho 
Australia was highly satisfoctory to tho ad- 
miniatration, and showed just tho progress 
expected. The belief is expressed that tho 
change is already accomplished and the next 
Btoamer v/ill bring the important informa- 
tion that Minister Willis has carried out his 
instructions and tho restoration of the Queen 
Is complete. Preaident Cleveland spends a 
large snare of hia timo preparing his annual 
message to Coogress. It is said that tho 
Hawaiian matter will be presented in the 
regular message. The probabilities are that 
tho niesaago will be a lon|i|one, owing to tho 
importance of several subjeots to be discuss- 
ed, not only on the Hawaiian subject, but 
on the tariff. 

Boston, Not. 23. — James W. Austin, of 
this city, who waa for twenty years a resi- 
dent of Hawaii, and who has been judge of 
tho Supreme court and speaker of the Haw- 
aiian parliament, aays ; 
\ The pre' ent Provisional Goveranient has 



the confidence and good will of a very largo 
majority of the intelligent people of tho 
ialands, both native and foreign. Tho 
late Queen was ignorant, ill-advised, and a 
mere puppet in the hands of unscrupu- 
louS'persbns. It would bo a disgraceful act 
if the United Stales were to place her back 
in power by foroe, and only by force she 
can again regain the throne, to be de- 
throned ' when that force ia removed. 
Preaident Dole and titiose in authority are 
an able set of menVvery friendly to the 
United States, and more than friendly and 
just to tbe Hawaiian people. It is the best 
government they ever had, and if the United 
States is not williDg to annex tbo islands, aa 
decreed by a large majority of the intcll- 
gent portion of the people, or give them a 
protectorate, tho Provisional Government 
will probably become a republic, and a good 
and stable government will take the place 
of the corrupt monarchy." 

Kx-Minister J. Mott Smith is unwilling 
to talk beyond saying in general that ho be- 
lieved the President and Secretary Grcsham 
have been unintentionally mialod. 



ON THE tfliEAT NUIirilELiN. 

Serious Train Wreck Near, Bonner's Ferry— 
Trulu Thrown Down an Kni- 
haiikmeut. 

Seattlh, Nov. 23. — A Spokane special 
aays : The east-bound Great Northern pas- 
aenger train waa badly wrecked near Bon- 
ner's Ferry, Idaho, early yesterday morn- 
ing, Tho train was running at the rate of 
twenty miles an hour when the engine 
struck a rook-slide covering the track. Ihe 
engine was thrown from the track down an 
embankment, and the mail oar and firat 
passenger coach left the track and ran into 
a stone embankment on tho opposite side of 
the track, badly wrecking them. Fortun- 
ately few pasaeugors were in tho couch, or 
serious loss of life would have resulted. 
Four paeaongcrs were wounded, and the en- 
gineer and fireman received scalp bruisea. 
None were fatally injured.

A Cup Nearly Two Huudred Years Oltl 
Aa:aiu Made to Do 
Doty. 



New Yokk, IJov. 23.— Frederick D. 
Tappon, president of the Gallatin National 
Bank and chairman of the New York 
(Hearing House committee during the 
financial troubles of the past summer, waa 
presented with a silver tankard to day by 
the members of the old Loan committee. 
That committee represented the Clearing 
House, and consequently the entire banking 
community of tbe city. 

The tankard is historic, having been made 
for and presented to Sir John Houblon in 
169G, who was the first Governor of tho 
Bank of England, and at the time Lord 
Mayor of Loudon. According to tho 
ancient inscription on tho tankard, 
it was given to Sir John Houblon by the 
Directors of tho bank in testimony of their 
appreciation of his skilful conduct of tho 
Bank of England liuring tho financial crisis 
in England from May to September of tho 
year 1G9G. 

Tho tankard recently fell into tho hands 
of some of tho members of tho Clearing 
House of this city, and as tho similarity of 
the panio of nearly 200 years ago and that 
of thia year occurred to them, as well us the 
similarity of the functions performed on tho 
respective occasions by Sir John Houblon 
and Chairman Frederick D. Tappen, it 
struck tho posaeaaors of the tankard that it 
would be ft most fitting testimonial to pre- 
sent the letter. 

Tho inscription waa copied on the lid of 
tbe cup, the difference being only in names 
and datea, and this afternoon, in the Presi- 
dent's room of the Gallatin Bank, the cup 
waa presented to Mr. Tappen. It is about 
ten inches high, four inches wide, and 
weighs about aix pounds.

United States Trade With Other Coun- 
tries— Tlie Systems Must Be 
iu Accord. 



New York, Not. 23.— The anuual Jiu- 
ners of the GbBmber of Commeroe of the 
State of New York are always of more than 
local interest, and the one hundred and 
twenty-fifth banqnet at Delmonico'ii Tuoa- 
day evening was not an exception. Men of 
national repute were preaout, and not only 
were the affairs of city and state discuseod, 
but the policy of the nation was fore- 
shadowed by utterances of its high repre- 
sentatives. Secretary of the Treasury Car- 
iisle WU8 the principal Bpoakor. lie re- 
sponded to the toaat, "Commerce demands 
and the honor of the country requires that 
the obligation of the United States shall be 
paid in coin current in any market of the 
world, and that this question shall be 
settled for all time and beyond contro- 
versy." 

He said in part : " Money and its repre- 
sentatives constitute the tools with which 
the merchants and the bankers perform 
their parts in the numornuB and complicated 
tranaaotions neceaaiirily occurring in the 
growth and development of our trade at 
home and abroad. It is not poaaiblo to do 
perfect work with imperfect inatrumonta, 
and if it ia altompted, tlio conacquoncu will 
not fall upon you alone, but muat bo folt, 
sooner or later, in every part of the land. 
Uoufulenco would be doalroyed, trade would 
bo interrupted, lliu ohligalioua of cnnt.ruota 
will bo violited, and all the evils which have 
invariably attended the uae of a buae or 
fluctuating currency would ulllict, not the 
commercial and financial clasaea only, but 
the country at largo. Hut nur commorcial 
intornatH are not confined to our own coun- 
try ; they exiuud to every quarter of the 
globe, and our people buy and sell in 
nearly every market in the civilized world. 
A very largo part of our farmers, mechanics 
and other laboring people find constant and 
profitable employment in produotiou and 
transportation of commodities lor sale and 
consumption in other countries, and the 
prices of many of our products are fixed in 
foreign markets. 

"Without exception these prices are fixed 
in the markets of the countries having a 
gold standard or a measure of value either 
by express provision of law or by a public 
policy, which keeps their silver coins, equal 
in exchangeable value to the gold coins at 
the lesally established ratio. The value of 
our trade with the people of other countries 
during the iaat fiscal year was more than 
$1,700,000,000, and more than $i,100,OUO,- 
000 of this was with the people of Europe, 
while with the whole of Asia it 
amounted to a little over $100,000,000 and 
with &11 the countries of South America, 
excluding Brazil, which has a single gold 
standard, it; was only §46,000,000. While 
it would bo unfair to ottribute this unequal 
distribution of our trade with the outaide 
world to the character of their fiscal legisla- 
tion, I think it may ho safely asaert-od that 
this country could not long maintain its pre- 
sent position us ono of the moat conspicuous 
and important moinbora of the great 'com- 
munity of commorcial nations which now 
controls the trade of the world, unless we 
preserve a monetary system substantially, 
at least, in accord with the systems of the 
other principal nations.". 

Other speeches were made by Hon. Wil- 
liam Walter Phelps, Hon. Mr. Outhwaite, 
of Uhio, and GoniptrolleEs of the Currency 
Eckles. ^ 



EITE CUTTING. 

Bringing Down Passenger Bates WlUi « 
Vengeance. 

CmcAdo, Nov. 22. —Nothing has so 
stirred the representatives of Western 
roads in many months as the discovery chat 
a ticket brokerage firm was ofiering through 

tickets to San Francisco for $27. A re- 
porter called upon tho gentlemen, who were 
both out, but tho clerk on duty showed a 
ticket with three coupons reading, "From 
Chicago to St. Paul; from St. Paul to Vic- 
toria; from Victoria to San Francisco," 
He explained that an excursion will leave 
Friday night from tho Grand Central depot 
0/er tho Chicago Great Western from 
St. Paul, from there over tho Cana- 
dian Pacific to Victoria ; thonco by 
vessel to San Francisco. The agents 
mentioned demand payment of 6-11, 
but as soon as the money in paid and a re- 
ceipt issued, $14 ia returned, and the holder 
of the receipt is directed to a desk, where 
he receives a regular ticket in exchange for 
the receipt. Beprefleptarives of the Cana- 
dian Pacific ami i lucijio Qreat Western 
deny any knowledge of ilie affair, but it is 
believed that tho men am not acting with- 
out authority. Nearly 100 tickets have 
been sold. The C»nadi«Q Pacific Is now 
making a rate of $10 50 from St. Paul to 
Victoria, H.C., wliich, added to the §4 rate 
by Btoainer, ni ike.i J'JiJ 50 the total rate from 
St. Paul to San Francisco. Chicago brokers 
are thus able to make a rate of 5:i2 to San 
Franoiaco and arc calching a majority of the 
business. There are proapcots of a lively 
row.

It Is Proposed Tluit It should Oonumrc Willi 
All I'list Kiiiosltlons. 

Oly.mi'IA, Nov. 'Jli. — Waaliington has been 
offered an opportunity to redeem herself at 
an international expoaition. The executive 
department of the state has received an in- 
vitation to participate In the Antwerp 
international exposition for 1894, nndor 
the patronage of tho King of the Belgians. 
A circular accompanying the invita- 
tion stales that the site of the 
exposition will bo about tho same 
in extent »ii tho late Paris e xpoaition, and 
it ia proposed that it ahull compare iu point 
of miignitudo with all past world'a iaira. 
Tlio United States will have a Hoparate 
building in which the atateu of tho Union 
will bo allotted apace. Governor McGraw, 
replying to tlin invitation, states that it ia 
imposaiblo to take oliicial action, aa the next 
regular session of the LoEialaluro doua not 
moot until .January, lb05. No funds are 
now available, and the only way to sootire 
representation is through the commercial 
bodies or citizens.

PEIXOTO DETERMINED. 

Heavy Artillery Fire on EIo Continues— The 
President Conildeut of Victory. 

London, Nov. 23.— Tho Times publlshcB 
the following dispatch from Rio Janeiro, 
dated November 18, via Montevideo, 
November '22 : "Heavy artillery fire con- 
tinues daily. During the bomburdment 
Saturday a shell burst at Fort Lage, killing 
an officer and seventeen men. There have 
been many casualties in tlie streets. Foreign 
diplomats consider it impossible to take 
further steps for protection of life and 
property, and tho naval commanders concur 
in letting both sides proceed without fur- 
ther interference. The insurgents are con- 
fident of success. They have captured Bago, 
in the province of Bio Grande do Sul, and 
are making progress northward. President 
Peixoto is preparing for a stubborn defence 
of Rio, and states tbat he intends fighting 
to the last, and when his ships arrive he 
expects victory. All business Is sufToriug 
severely, and every branch is stagnated. 
The financial position of tlie government is 
difficult. The treasury is exhiiusted, and 
the fact that Pernambuoo has been declared 
in a state of siege has spread the move- 
ment. 



LEHIGH VALLEY STRIKE. 



Ten ThoHsand Coal Workers Oat of 
Employment In Tbat Urdinar- 
ily Busy Regrien. 



Frelffht aud Passeuffer Trains Stopped 
and the Railway tieuerally 
Demoralized. 



H.\7.Hi,Toy, Pa., Nov. 2,3. — Ten thousand 
oal workers in this region are idle on ac- 
c >uat of the strike on the Lehigh Valley 
railroad. 

WlLKESBARRE, Pa., Nov. 23.— J. H. 
Kice, chief of the Brotherhood of Engineers, 

and chairman of the grievance committee, 
madepublioat ameetinghereyesertday after 
noon tho correspondence in reply to tho an- 
nouncement that the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
way company were willing to receive a 
committee of employes. The correspond- 
ence shows that Superintendent Rollin Wil- 
b; r absolutely refused to receive the com- 
mittee of employes, stating that he would 
only meet tho men individually, with one 
or two rcpreaontatives. It was upon this 
refusal to meet the employes that the strike 
was ordered. 

HuKi'Ai.o, N. Y., Nov. 2.'3. — Never has a 
road, freight and paaaengor service been aa 
effectually tied up aa that of tlio Leliiuh at 
preaoRt at this point. ^''our passenger 
trains have been stalled eincu Tueaday 
morning, and nothing haa ainco moved eaat- 
ward beyond Manchester. Tho only al retch 
of track that can be at all operated ia the 
eaat bound track from Buffalo to Man- 
chester. Tho ticket office at the Washing- 
ton street depot has been closed, and no at- 
tempt ia being made to carry passengers 
over tho road. Tho yards are full of stalled 
freight trains, and tho 13 yard engines at 
work are kept buay marshalling the stalled 
freight as it ia delivered to tho Lehigh from 
other roads. A break will have to be made 
one way or the other before long, and the 
men are hourly expecting an overture from 
tho officials. 

PKlLADBtfBIA, Nov. 23 — A dispatch re- 
ceived by Vice-President Charles Hartshorn 
from General Manager Voorhees of the 
Lehigh Valley railway, at Bethlehem, saying 
that passenger trains were running regularly 
along the road, that freight trains were 
also running, and that a speedy settlement 
of the difficulties was anticipated. On the 
other hand the strikers olaim tbat the situa- 
tion is more favorable than at any time 
since the strike began. 

Jersey Citt, Nov. 23. — It is reported 
here on tho authority of Conductor Daniels, 
who has just arrived from Bothluhem, Pa., 
that the strike on the Lehigh Valley road is 
over, and that tho Lehigh men will return 
to work to-morrow. Ho said that tho com- 
pany has agreed to recognize the Uuion. 
On the other hand, agent Rundis, of this 
city, says ho has not heard of any such com- 
promise, and that oven if the men want to 
return it is too late. 

South Bkthlkiikm, Pa. , Nov. 2.'!. — Sup- 
erintendent Wilbur, of the Lehigh, denies 
tbat a compromise has been effected with 
the strikers.

A GOOD BEOINNINO. 

It is encouraging to see that tho rate- 
piyers of this city are taking a lively in- 
terest in civic afl'.iir3. It is evident to all 
that those matters arc at present very badly 
managed. It is equally clear that the oity 
is already suffering, and that it will suffer 
to a grea'ier and more alarming extent, if a 
reform is not speedily brought about. One 
of our respected citizens who has lately re- 
turned from a trip to tho East, was heard 
to say : " When I camo back I was greatly 
disgusted with the appearance of the city. 
It looked dirty and neglected, and was in 
unpleasant contrast with the trim, 
well oared for cities I visited 
iu tho States and Kistern Canada, 
GovernmenI; street struck me as partiouUrly 
disgraceful. There is nothing like it to be 
found in the whole of Canada. If my pro- 
perty were not scattered here and there, 
and if it were not a peculiarly bad time to 
dispose of it, I would be tempted to sell out 
and go to live in a cleaner and better gov- 
erned oity." If the condition to which the 
city has been allowed to fall produces such 
an impression on an old resident, who is used 
to its appearance, bow mnat it strike a 
stranger who is looking out for a pleasant 
and comfortable place to live in. 
Tho slovenly condition of tho streets, 
and tho other indications of civic 
mismanagement that force tbemselrcB 
on his observation must have the effect of 
making hini blind to the beanties oi the city 
and the many advantages it no doubt pos- 
sesses as a place of residence. 

The ratepayers of Victoria, if they have 
an enlightened regard for their own inter- 
ests, will exert themselves energetically and 
make sonie aucrilices to place tho city's af- 
fairs in good hands. Thoy will be the great- 
est losers if their city ceases to be attractive 
and comes to be regarded as an undesirable 
place to live in. Property will depreciate 
in value, and it will cease to be popular as a 
place of resort. Its business v/ill diminish 
and it will suffer in a hundred ways. 

Improvements, such improvements as 
have been commenced and projected, will, if 
made without ncedleaa delay, bo profitable 
to the citizens, even from a money point of 
view, to say nothing of the increased com- 
fort and improved health of the citizens 
which must result from their completion. 
Victorians have every motive to place tho 
all'airs of their city on a better footing. If 
it is to prosper, it must go ahead. Instead 
of progressing, it hivs of late been actually 
retrograding. Its Corporation has literally 
stuck in the mud. It mnat be pulled out. 
There are men in the city able to do it if 
they wore only willing. Wo trust that tho 
committeo appointed on Wedncaday evening 
will find them out, and that tho voters will 
elect them when they aro eoleoted. What 
is wanted is a good pull, a strong pull and a 
pull all togoLher. 

A TARIFF FOR REYENUU ALONE. 

Those in Canada who advocate a tariff for 
revenue alone must ba prepared to pay di- 
rect taxes. W^hen ovory duty that protects 
goods of homo production is taken ofT, and 
oven when heavy duties are imposed on for- 
eign commodities which aro different from 
those produced at home, such as tea, sugar, 
spices, wines, etc., sufiSciunt revenue cannot 
be raised to meet all the requirements of 
Government. Direct taxation in tho shape 
of an inoomo tax must then bo resorted to. 
This is what is done in England, whose tariff 
is Mr. Laurior's model, and this is what ig 
proposed to be done in the United States 



when the new uon-proteotivo tariff is put 
in oporation. - Tie felloiting description of 
the British income tax and the way in which 

it is levied is taken from tho Montreal 
Gazette : 

In ordinary times it is about 2^ por cent. ; 
in time of war or special expeudiluro it 
rises to 5 per cent, and oven higher. Stress 
is often laid by Liberal orators on tho 
trouble and vexation of customs dues, as if 
tho collection of inaottiotax were a perfectly 
cany matter. There could not bo a greater 
mistake. No one pays any more income tax 
than ho can help, and all sorts of frauds and 
concoalmonts are praotiaod to avoid pay- 
ment. Incomes of §750 a year and under 
aro exempt, and under $2,U00 thoro is an 
abatement. Everyone with an inoomo of 
alumt §1,000 tries to come off scot free, 
and Ihoao between §2,000 and §3,000 leave 
no atouo uuturned to secure an ab^itement. 
Tho whole country is divided into inland 
revenue districts, in each of which thoro is a 
stuff of ofhoials under the direction of asup- 
orvisor. Every year each taxpayer has to 
sond in a detailed statement of his income 
from all sources, which is submitted to tho 
inland revenue ofUoials. They assess him 
generally at about half as much ogain as ho 
has put down in his return. If he contests the 
assessment he has to make good his 
claim to a reduction before local commia- 
aioners, who are generally the Icadiug citi- 
zens of the town, and may bo his rivala in 
business. He can appeal to permanent 
Government offioiuls, but this is only per- 
mitted where no oxemptiou or abatement is 
claimed. Naturally many pooplo pay more 
than thoy on>;ht, rather than reveal their 
private allaira lo ihoir weuUhier neighbors, 
with whom tlicy may have bnainosa rula- 
tiona. l.ooal coininiavionera aro often bank 
diri'otora or luuuls of wholeaulu liouauu, and 
many a struggling British tradesman pays 
nii>ru inoome tux than ha ought rather than 
run the risk of injuring his credit. 



ABOUT ORANKS. 

I'rondcrgast, who shot Mayor Harrison of 
Chicago, gets quite angry when ho hear 
that hia counsel intend to sot up the plea 
of insanity on his behalf. He dcolarcs that 
ho is not mad, and that it will be dishouo'^t 
to try CO convince the jury that be is of un- 
snund mind. He maintains that ho was 
juatilicd in killing Mr. Harrison. Ho had 
[iromised him an ollico and had not been 
aa good as hia word, and 'therefore he do- 
aerved to die. There arc people m the 
States who contend that ho should be 
taken at his word. They admit that his 
mind may have a twist, but thoy 
contend that ho aud men like 
him, aro sane enough to bo pun- 
ished when thoy commit crimes. 
If Prondorgast, thoy say, is allowed 
to go unpunished on tho ground that he is 
insane and therefore irresponsible, there 
will be a regular epidemic of cranks wlio, 
not having tho wholesome fear of the gal- 
lows before their oyea, will not be deterred 
from committing aorious crimes. There 
may bo something in this argument. If a 
tnan is sane enough to bo deterred by the 
fear of punishment from committing murder, 
should he not be hanged if he commits mur- 
der ? The diQculty in that case would, we 
think, bo to prove that tho murderer was 
sane enough to refrain from the crime through 
fear of punishment. It is evident that 
Prendcrgast is not sane enough to fore- 
see the consequences if his responsibility 
is admitted. There is nothing surer than 
that he will be hanged if tho jury aro con- 
vinced that ho is responsible for his acta. 
Tho murder was deliborato and cold- 
blooded, and, admitting that the man was 
sane at tho time he comuiitted it, there is 
not a single extenuating circumstance for 
the jury to consider. It is hardly reason- 
able to assume that Prendcrgast knows all 
this and that he wanta to die. The proba- 
bility is that he is laboring under the delu- 
sion that ho did nothing but right when he 
shot Mayor Harrison, and that tho jury will 
see his act in the same light that he doca. 
There is no aocounting for the delusiona of 
a man whose mind is disordered. Wo aro 
inclined to believe Lhut what Prondorgast 
thinks about the plea of insanity, or his 
eatimato of his own mental condition will 
have no weight whatever with either 
judge or jury. The question which they 
will first consider is, is the man in hia right 
mind or not ? 



United States representative in Honolulu 
did or left undone. ^ Al' that ...t^pt |pQiaial 
did was promptly to recognize the nature 
and aiguifloanoo of facts already uocom- 
pliahed without hia aid. Tho American 
force, Mr. Thurston avors, was at^tionod in 
Honolulu for the solo purpose>of protecting 
the lives end property of United States 
citizons resident in Honolulu, in caao there 
should bo u popular outbreak. 

Ex-Consul Stevens corroborates what Mr. 
Thurston has said aud written. According 
to him, there would have been a revolution 
if he had not bsen in Honolulu, and the 
Queen would have been dethroned if the 
murines of tho lioston had remained on 
board ship. 

Mr. Thurston writes with great earncst- 
neaa, aud as a man who believes that he is 
telling tho truth. But there are two per- 
sons who were in Honolulu while the revo- 
lution was going on, and who were largely 
interested iu tho proceedings, who evidently 
beliiivo that tho force from tho United 
States war ship liaston had a great deal to 
do with both tho depoailion of the Queen and 
tho eatubliahincut of tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment. These were Queen Liliuokalani 
and Provisional President Dole. The 
Queen's abdication, which was aigued in a 
place in full view of the spot on which the 
United Statoa marinea were posted, coutaina 
tho following paragraphs : 

That [ yield to the auporior force of tlio 
United .StutcM of America, wlioau .Miniat(!r 
I'lenipolentiiiry, hia Excellency .Joiia Ij. 
Sluvona, lia.a c.tusud Unileil .States troopa to 
be landed at Honolulu, and declared lliut he 
would support the provisional (^lovernmi'ut. 

Now, lo avoid any colliaion of armed 
fnrcea and perhapa lo.sa of life, I do, uailor 
this protest, and impelled by aaid forces, 
yield my authority nniil audi tiniu aa the 
Govornmunt of the United .Sialeu ahall, 
upon the facts being preai iuod to it, undo 
the action of its representative and reinatato 
me in the authority which I claim as |the 
constitutional sovereign of the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

Tho document containing thcee para- 
graphs was placed in the hands of President 
Dole, who did not attempt to question the 
truth of the statements thoy contained. 
Mr. Damon, in hia testimony, Huys : "The 
protest of tho (Jueen was placed in tho 
hands of President Dole, and I endorsed 
the document ua ho received it in due form." 

Tho Mr. Damon here mentionad is not a 
royalist. He is, on the contrary, a revolu- 
tionist, and ho was president of tho ad- 
visory council of tho Provisional Govern'- 
ment. 

Tiie student of histoiy who, fifty years or 
BD hence, will read the uarrutivea of tho 
men who took part in the Hawaiian revolu- 
tion, will find it extremely hard t9 decide 
who tells the truth or whose statements are 
colored by hia interests and hia predilec- 
tions. President Cleveland and Secretary 
tiresham, however, did not find much diffi- 
culty in arriving at detinito coucluaions in 
the matter, and in deciding upon the course 
which their duty and the honor oi the 
United Statea required them to pursue in 
tho premises.

GONTEMPORARY HISTORY. 

The student need not wonder at the inac- 
curacies and misrepresentations of history, 
when he finds so many (lilll-ront and auch 
contradictory accounts published of import- 
ant events that happened almost tho other 
day, in a country easily accessible, and with 
which there is frequent and regular mail 
communication. The queation as to how 
the Hawaiian revolution was brought about 
is anawered by men who might be presumed 
to be competent witnesses, in ways sodill'er- 
ent that it is difficult to dcoide exactly 
where tho truth lies — what were tho actual 
facta and what were their signifioanoe. 

Commisaioner Blount, who ought to be 
impartial and who pursued his enquiries on 
the spot, has come to tho conclusion that 
Consul Stevens was tho leading spirit of tho 
revolution, and that, were it not for tho en 
courngcmcnt which that official gave it in 
Lho name of the United States, and with 
tho apparent sanation of its Government, 
it would have been impossible. A body of 
United States troops which was, under tho 
circumstances, irresistible, was by tho di 
reotion of the American Consul on tho spot 
at the critical momont, and it waa tho con 
viction that to attempt to resist this body 
of United Statea marinea would be hopeless 
that caused the Queen to abdicate the 
throne. 

Mr, Thurston on tho other hand, who re- 
presents tho Provisional Government in 
Washington, and who took an active part 
in the movement that ended in the deposi- 
tion of the Queen and the eatablishment of 
a revolutionary Government, asserts that 
Consul Stevens had nothing to do with 
bringing about tho revolution, and that con- 
sequently tho United Staten Govornmont ia 
not responsible, either directly or indir- 
ectly, for whtt was dene. Tho deposition 
of the Queen, ho affirms, was brought about 
by means wholly independent of what the

her, exclusive oC water rates or water rent ; 

(2,) Any male or feni,\le, of tho full ago of 
twenty-one years, lioldinR a licenao for and 
carryinK on buaineaa within Lho ward in which 
ho or sho is regiatered as tho holder of a trado 
license in tho municipality, the annual fee for 
which is not lees than fivo dollars, and who 
ahall have pa& for such liceose for tho six cal- 
endar months next preceding the first day of 
January 1891, and who has paid, on or before 
tho first day of December, 1893, all municipal 
rates, taxes and license feea, oNcluaivo of water 
rate or water rent, payable by him or her, and 
who, on lho fourth day of Docembor, 1893. shall 
h.tvc been a realdunt of Lho municipality for at 
least one year previous to tho said fourth day 
of December. 

(3) Any malo or female, being a British sub- 
ject of tho full ago of twonty-ono years, who 
has resided and been a householder In the 
municipalit:^ for the six months immediately 
preceding the 6th day ot- November, 1893, and 
who pays in tho city ot Victoria a rental or 
rout value as such houooholdor of notlosa than 
sixty dollars per annum, and who shall have 
paid, on or before Lho llrst day of December, 
ISOli, all municipal ratca, taxes and lloenso foes, 
excluaivo of water rate or rent, payable by him 
or hor, and who shall before the llrat day of 
December 1893, enter with lho Aaseasor 
or Clerk ot lho municipality hia or licr nanio as 
a voter, and ahall ninku and poraonally deliver 
to lho Asacasor or Clerk of Lho Municipal 
Council at tho same time a statutory doolara- 
tiou made and subscribed before a judge, mag- 
latrato or notary public, in tho form mentioned 
in subsection (e) of section 37 of the Municipal 
Act, 1892.

No poraon shall bo entitled to have his or hor 
name twice cntor'd on the voters' list in one 
and the same ward.

Tlie Lessons of aratitnde Dwelt Upon 
by the Pastors of Victoria 
Chnrches. 



^Services Well Attended Despite tlio 
Storm -Bishop Perrln's Inter- 
esting' Address.

Thanksgiving day with snow on the 
ground ia a novelty iu Victoria, and had tho 
anow nob speedily turned into "sluah" tho 
innovation would doubtless havo been en- 
joyed. As it was, walking was both diffi- 
cult and disagreeable yesterday morning, 
and many who would otherwise have found 
themselves at thoir several churches wore 
forced to remain at home. The utteudanco 
at the churchea was, however, far from dis- 
couraging, and those who courageously came 
out were rewarded in enjoying services of 
unusual interest. 

At Christ Church cathedral there was 
choral aorvioo at 11 o'clock, there being pro- 
sent the Lord Bishop, Bov. Cauon Bean- 
landa ond Rev. Goo. W. Taylor; apeoial 
psalms were eung and epeoial lessons road. 
The Bishop preached, without taking any 
text but "Thanksgivingi" He referred to 
tho posaible origin of Thanksgiving day — in 
the early life of the New England colonies, 
when in a year of depression a fast 
hud been suggested in recognition of the 
bleaainga which the colonists had enjoyed, 
the day of thanksgiving being decided upon 
instead. The Bishop pointed out many 
apoctal causes for thaukagiving in Canadian 
national life, and inatanoed where improve- 
ment ia Btill re<|uirod; especially ho re- 
gretted tho neglect of religious education in 
ilic .'iehools aud the luck ot social unity, la 
coiieluaion, he reminded his congregation 
that just one year ago, tho Synod, meeting 
in the Cathvdral, bad decided to authorize 
tho Archbishop of Canterbury to chose u 
suooeaaor to Bishop Hilla, aud ho (l5ibliop 
Perrin) had buforo him aa he apoko the 7V 
Drum that waa eung upon hia arrival in 
Victoria. From that time to tiie preaent he 
li;ul met with the greateat kinduea-i from 
both laity and clergy, and for thia, aa well 
a9 many other bleaaings, he felt thankful. 
.Services were idao held in tho forenoon at 
.St. James' church by Veu. Archdeacon 
Scriven, and at St. .Saviour's, Victoria 
West, by the Pastor, Uov. W. I). Barber. 

A union Methodist 'Thanksgiving sorvico 
waa hold in tho Metropolitan church. Pan- 
dora Avenue, at 11 a.m., tho pastor, Kev- 
Solomon Cleaver, B A., 1-tov. Joaeph Hall, 
president of the B.C. Conference, and Rev. 
E. Rob3on taking part, and tho last named 
gentleman preaching the sermon, which 
was baaed on Eph. v, 20. After ahowing 
that all men everywhere should be grateful 
and give thanka for all things and at all 
times to God, through Jeaua Chriat, tho 
speaker enumerated aomo of tho bleasioga 
for which the citizens of the Dominion 
should give thanks, among which were the 
character of Canada|s new Governor General 
and his noblo wife, whose whole influence 
will always bo oast in favor 
of everything pure, true, and good ; 
the abundant harvests of the past 
season, especially in the Prairie Province ; 
the record of Canadian railways, steamships 
and banking institutions ; tho general good 
health of the people, eapeeially in view of 
the devastation by pestilence in some lands; 
the favorable position taken by Canada at 
tho World's Fair, evidencing tho auooesa 
which has attended Canadian induatriea ; 
the temperance revival, as manifoated in the 
late convention at Toronto ; the progress of 
religious work in all parts of the country, 
anil the bloaainga which have come to hearts 
and homes during the year. Tho choir, 
under the louderahip of Mr. W. Edgar 
Buck, rendered in excellent style aeveral 
appropriate anthema, and a special oU'ering 
was taken up for the aged miniatora,widosva 
and orphana of the Methodiat ohurch. Rev, 
George H. Mortlon alao led a Thanksgiving 
service in the evening at tho -Methodist 
church in Victoria West.

195 to 202 JtStreon avenne, occupied by 
EdaoD, Moore & COt, wbolesalo dry goods, 
tbis afternoon, seven employes lost their 
lives, a fireman wua biidly injured and the 
monetary loss will reach in the neighborhood 
of $800,000. The fire started between the 
fourth and fifth floors at) the rear of the 
building and spread with frightful rapidity. 
The great majority of the employes were 
at lunch when the alarm waa given, bnt 
there were eight or nine of them 
lost on the upper floors. Those who 
were firat in tho Bcene saw a terrible sight. 
The whole upper floora Tvere a maaa of 
flaiiiea. Ou the window sill of tho fourth 
window of the fifth floor stood Bradley 
Dunning ; two windows south of him stood 
James McICay. "Don't jump, wait for tho 
hook and ladder," ahrjckud the orowd ; but 
before the ladders could bo raised tho flames 
rolled to the ledge where Dunning stood. 
He bowed bla bead, grasped the window 
ledge with bis bands and then dropped. 
The people watching him bad just time to 
throw a bale of jute beneath him, and it was 
no sooner in place than Dunning struck it. 
Be bounded up like a rubber ball, 
and then fell to the sidewalk limp and 
mangled. He was taken to a near-by drug 
store and afterwards to Harper's hospital, 
where he shortly afterwards died from his 
injuriea. The fail of Jamea McKay fol- 
lowed in a few minutes. When hu appeared 
at tho window ho made no sign that ho was 
staring death in the iuce. For a few min- 
utes he looked over tho people, who ap- 
peared at a dizzy diatanco below, as though 
wondering what ho might do to bhvo his 
life. There were shouts from below, but ho 
evidently could not hear what wua being 
said. The roar of the fUmea drowned all 
the noiae tlir>t cuiio in from tho alreet. 
After this short heaitutiou, ho threw up his 
feet off tho window ami slid until ho was 
holding on with only one of his handa on 
the sill. Ho hung this way for several 
aeoonua before hu released his hold. 
The blazing tiro was bursting out of tlie 
window when tho terrided man finally gave 
up all hopes of aaving himself, and slipped 
loose from his hold. He struck on the 
casement of tho second window and partly 
turned over. This threw kim so far out 
from tho window that part of his body 
struck on the electric wires below, which 
partly turned him over again. He struck on 
the sidewalk withiu a few feet of the build- 
ing. Policemen, firemen and spectators 
quickly eame to the rescue and he was 
placed in an ambulance. He waa uncon- 
scious when picked up, and it waa thought 
that life waa extinct. He lived, however, 
for a couple of hours. 

The awful spectacle of McKay's and 
Dunning's death was only over when tho 
spectators aaw anothur man creeping to 
warda the upper windows nearest tho cor- 
n'ce. Ho waa evidently on his hands and knnes 
blinded and suffocated in tho dense smoke. 
He reached ihe aill, hiid one arm on it, and 
aa he endeavored to ahiold hia face from tlio 
iiery heat with hia hand, he tried to draw 
himself to the open air juat beyond. He was 
too far apent. A sudden burst of lUme 
seethed around him and tho borrow stricken 
beholders saw hia head drop, hia arm drag 
slowly back and hia body sink from view in 
the flames withiu. Meantime a general 
alarm had been turned in and nearly all the 
companies in the department responded. 
The corner of JeQ'ersou avenue and Bates 
street was tho scene of intense excitement 
and the avenue extending up to Randolph 
street wua filled with flre apparatus ; 
thousands of people crowding their way to 
the ropes, which had been stretched by the 
police. By the time that Company No. 1 
was on the scene the upper story was a mass 
of flames and they wore spreading with in- 
crcQible rapidity. The smoke rolled out in 
huge volumes, and at times almost com- 
pleiely enveloped the surrounding buildingj 
and the firemen. The big extension ladder 
was raised, and the firemen dragged a line 
of hose up and tried to play on the roaring 
furnace ; but the heat ami anioke eoou drove 
them down, and the truck itaelf had to bo 
removed a few niiuutea afterwards the 
fiamca scorching tho upper portion of it. 
The watertower waa placed in position, but 
it seemed an ulmoat interminable period be- 
fore the big stream of water was turned on. 
A strong wind began to blow from the west, 
sweeping the fire oaatwarda. 
It seemed impossible to stop the conflagra- 
tion short of Randolph street; but the fire- 
men swarmed on the adjoining buildirga and 
poured torrents of water on the hot, aniok- 
iug roofs. The floors of tho Kdson Moore 
building began falling in a short time after 
the fire started, and at 1.20 half of the State 
street wail bad collapsed. A moment latt-r 
there were two loud reports, and the entire 
interior of the building apparently collupBcd. 
This undoubtedly prevented the spread of 
tho flames, and at 1.60 the fire was practi- 
cally under control. 

Aifter the flre bad been gotten ander con- 
trol and the excitemnt had somewhat sub- 
sided, rumors of a still greater loss of life 
became current. The firemen immediately 
opened a register at un adjucent store, and 
the rumors became ci rtuiiiliea a'l the cm- 
ployoB rcgiatercd told the storioa of their 
narrow escape ami epoko posilively of tho 
men they know wlio were on the top floor 
when the lire broke out. I'M ward L. 
libcrt wap one of ilio freight re- 
ceivers \vnrking on tlic fifth lloor of 
the building at tlie lime the alarm was 
given. He had to rim for hia life. There 
waa still ou thia floor tho following people 
that he saw : Patrick Markey, I'ldward 
Genlhcr, Daniel liakcr, Henry Rider and 
Kdward Viot. ICliert says that he had 
hardly reached tho floor below when tho 
roof loll in, and ho is certain that tho men 
could not have followed him down. The 
only other manner that thoy could have 
escaped would have been by jumpiog. They 
could not have jumped without attracting 
attention. Eburta says that u few moments 
after he got down ho saw Clunther at one of 
tho windows on the fifth lloor. Ho disap- 
peared without making any sign, and he 
supposed that he was going to find a way to 
fiet down. This was tho last seen of him. 
Eddie Leach, the elevator boy, also tells a 
story that also leads to the oonolnsion that 
these men perished. When he learned that 
tho whole upper of the buildfug was on fire 
he ran tho elevator to the top of the build- 
ing to SCO if any one wanted to come down. 
Ho says that he saw the men mentioned by 
Eberta. He told them that they had better 
come down with him, ond cried 
that there wore no other means of 
getting down, lie was very much excited 
nnd cannot remember what thoy said, but 
they wonid not come aa they feared that the 
elevator would give way. Eberta waa in thia 



party and refused^tO ;Oome. Shortly after 
be. got . down he aawi-Eberta, but they did 
not see any of the others.' Be says it . was 
impoasible for them to get down after 
Eberta had come down. He oottld sen the 
stairs and says they were impaaiable. None 
of the missing men have registered. l-.Nonn 
of them have shown, np at their homes, and 
not one of them have been seen ainoe the fire 
started. There were no fire escapes on the 
front or aide of the building. There 
were fire escapes in the alley, but 
they were of no use to tho imprisoned meu. 



SPANIjilI ANAIIOIIISTS. 

Geiiorttl Martinez Campos Does Not Think tho 
Uyuamlters In liarcelonii lire 
Numerous. 

Paris, Nov. 23. — La Dabats prints an in- 
terview with General Martinez de Campos, 
commander of the troopa in Barcelona, 
Spaing Campoa thinka that there are barely 
200 anarohista in the city of Barcelona, and 
that but fifteen or twenty of thia number 
are dynamitora. Tho turbulence of these 
few, Campos says, had given rise to tho idea 
that ■ tho Barcelona anarchists wero 
numerous and without exception des- 
perate. It was still necessary to 
exorcise surveillance and introduce special 
laws to control even tho few dynamiters in 
tho city. Cumpoa waa able to give tho as- 
Buranct) that, at the opening of tho Cortes, 
the Government would introduce a proposi- 
tion to have all anarchist olVcndera tried by 
a military or special tribunal. Probably the 
Cortes would hoaitato to adopt measures in- 
terdicting all anarchist publioatiuus, for- 
bidding anarchist meetings, making provi- 
sion for tho rigorous treatment of persons of 
anarchist antecedents, and specifying excep- 
tionally aevere punishment for all persons 
found in the possession of explosives. 



THE D. S. TARIFF. 

All Wools To Be Admittea Frce-The Iron 
Ore Hen Defeated. 

\Yasiiini;to>j, Nov. 2.'). —It is understood 
tho Waya and Means committee have 
agreed to tho woolen schedule of manufac- 
turers of wool, such as yarn, blankets, cloth- 
ing, carpets, etc. It waa expected that the 
pending meaauro would follow the general 
linos of the Springer bill which passed the 
House in tho 52ad Congreas. Tho echedulo 
aa agreed upon is said to difler fiom the 
Springer bill. It provides for tho admis- 
sion free of duty of all woola, and also re- 
pcala what ia known as the compensatory 
duties ou woolen goods and reduces tho ad 
valorem duties on such goods. It also repeals 
the compenaatory duty on carpets, rugs arid 
mats, and reduces the ad valorem duties 
thereon from 40 per cent, ad valorem to 30 
per cent, ad valorem. It alao reduces the 
duties upon certain qualities oL waste to 25 
per cent, ad valorem. The duty on ahoddy, 
muDgo and certain other wastes is about 25 
per cent, ad valorem. 

Over 1,000 petitions, telegrams and me- 
moriala have boon rooeivod by membera of 
tho committee from temperance societies 
throughout the country asking that the 
whiskey tax be raised. 

The iron ore men are defeated, and the 
men who combatted so valiantly to keep 
this article oil tho free list were informally 
notified by members of tho ways and means 
committee that it was finally deciiied by 
Democratic mombara that iron ore must be 
placed on tho tree liat. The iron ore men 
threaten to carry the fight to the floor of 
the House. 



SPBINUFIELD'8 FIRE- 

The Most Destructive Flre the City Haa £ver 
Known— Seven Business Blocka Burned. 

SriiiNciFiELD, Mass., Nov. 2.3 —The most 
destructive fire this city haa ever known 
broke out shortly after midnight in the 
block owned by J. K. Dexter and Henry U. 
Dickinson, 03 Wortbington street, and be- 
fore it was gotten under control had de- 
stroyed seven fine buainesa blocks, includ- 
ing the Glendower hotel. The blocks de- 
Btroyed are on Wortbington street. A five- 
story biiok owned by ij. \V. Webber, grocer; 
two five-story brick blocks owned 
by J. K. Dexter, and another 
of tho same liimensions, owned 
by J. Doolin, rag dealer ; a similar block to 
the east, owned by A. N. Mayo & Co., paper 
stock dealers ; the Glendower Hotel, a five- 
story briek block at the comer of Main and 
Washington streets, and the Abbeaa block, 
a five story stone on Main atreet. In addi- 
tion to these, the fifth story building on tho 
opposite aide of Wortliington street waa com- 
pletely qutted, and the east rooms of tlie 
Union editorial rooms in the adjoining Inock 
were damaged by tlic tire breakim,' through. 
Tho Union block hmvuvcr, ia aulliciently in- 
tact to enable the inar];igera to issue tho 
paper regularly.

■Women iiro to loolc moru liku ;i tciv 
fccll th;m over tins full, if wo can jndgo 
by tho nowost model gowns, and, after 
all, they aro not at all ugly. I dropped 
into a largo houso today whoso specialty 
is fine dresses, and thuro I saw two very 
stylish and lumdsomo gowns, botli for 
struct. One whs mado of tan colored 
cloth, with (Nich Koani lapped and btitcli- 
■ed. Tho skirt ^Yas perfectly plain at the 
top all around, and flared gradually but 
decidedly at the bottom. On tho riyht 
sido at tho bottom it opennd over a pimel 
of chocolato cloth" and had two buttons 
set on for ornament, not use. Thero 
was a very jaunty jacket waist button- 
ing to the left and double breasted. Ev-

(jry seam was stitched on tho outside like 
the box coat.s. The belt aiid tiirndowu 
■collar wero of the bro-.v:i cloth, and tho 
sleeves plain gigot buttoned at tlie 
wrist. Altogether this is really a very 
handsome gown that would bo snitablo 
for women of almost any age. Jfado in 
black cloth or clieviot, it would bo sim- 
ply elegant. A flat black felt liat, ti-im- 
med with a square rhinestono buckle, 
two parrot winga and a red poppy, is to 
be worn with it. 

A novel way of making up ono of tho 
new plaids is seen there also. The plaid 
is very large, the downward stripes in- 
distinct and of several tones and colors. 
The cross stripe consists of two narrow 
bl.ick linos. Tho skirt is plaited very 
narrow on a foundation, and tliat gives 
it tho appearance of having narrow 
lines of braid sewed around. The waist 
has a plaited fall of the plaid reaching to 
the belt and a ruffle of th^ same around 
tho necTi. The waist itself is of apple 
green snrnh, and so aro tho double puffed 
slouves. Tho liat with this odd dress 
was of porcnpino straw with shaded 
feathers held by a bow and a shaded 
chrysantliemuni, tho feathers lying flat 
around the low crown. Tho hat turns 
up military style. Long sucdo gloves 
aro woni with this, reaching to the el- 
bow, though two button glaco gloves 
would do. Tho enormous size of tho 
plaids makes it necessarj' to devise some 
new style that will show the 'pattern, 
yet not permit it to be too assertive, and 
tho most of them will bo cut on tho true 
bias, and tho patterns will join so as to 
seem to bo all one. This is not an eco- 
nomical way to cut plaid, but that fact 
will perhaps bo the very reason why 
that style will bo popular, 

I have noticed that jjlain bro;ulcloth 
will be employed as flat bands on plaids 
often in preference to velvet. Velvet is 
richer, but if not of tho best quality 
soon grows rusty on tho bottom of a 
skirt, and if it is fine quality it is very 
costly. Tlio cloth when properly applied 
is distinguished. It should bo first tacked 
over a still lining and afterward sewed 
on with invisible stitches. Some i)ut a 
narrow gold braid on tho top, but this

would not bo suitable with every plaid, 
^e dark gray and black, the black and 

white and some of the dull browns would 

look well, but not tho bright colors with 
tho gold braid. Tho cloth trimming 
should bo ahinit ;i or-1 inches wide. Tho 
top can bo scalloped out, but it looks best 
plain. 

I saw two very dainty church and 
visiting dri'.'<ses for tho young ladies, and 
as they aro models in their way 1 men- 
tion them, (jiic was of changoahlo dovo 
colored tafl'(?ta, inado with a modestly 
full skirt and with five equidistant 
ruffles superposed and each having a 
gauffered heading. There was a full 
gatliorcd waist with narrow rufilo bolow 
tho belt. There was a quaint little 
ehouldor cape of plaid silk with an ac- 
cordion plaited ruflle. The ctdlar to tho 
cape was douhlo and of plaid, turned 
sharply down in tlu> front and plaited in 
the buck-. The tiny bonnet had a wreatli 
of very small roses around tho brim and 
a blue butterlly on top. 

Tho other dress was of palo blue india 
silk with white polka dots, each eu- 
«ircled with black. There were nine 
flounces cut on the straight and simply 
lienimed by hand. Tho waist wan plain 
witli a vest of maLzo cropo do chino and 
bretoUcs with four tiny ruflies each. 



Tho tio and belt liad a touch of pink, by 
being cut of rainbow crape. The sleeves 
woro very full gigots. Tho harlequin 
hat had donkey car bows and in tho con- 
tor a bunch of pink oleundsrs. The 
gloves were maize* The whole toilet 
was dainty and sweet. Black gauze and 
hernania aro made up much after the 
same stylo for church. Black is really 
tho truly ladylike church gown, but wo 
must make sonio allowance for youth 
and its lovo of color and brightness. 

I notice in almost all the now costumes 
for young persons some Sign of a more 
or loss elaborate bertha or bretelle. Tho 
new designs for low dresses havo berthas, 
and the others havo tho bretelles. Tliis 
all goes to show that tho 1830 styles will 
bo oven more pronounced as to waist 
and sleeve than before, and as to hata 
and bonnets they are about equally di- 
vided. Thero are many close bonnets 
for tlio consei'vativcs, and hata of no par- 
ticular form derive their stylo from tho 
manner in which they are trimineil, 
Thero are many regular coal scuttle 
shapes and pokes with big crowns and 
oar flaps. Every now importation of 
pattern bonnets shows ono or moro di- 
rect copies from tho 1S:!0 styles with 
very little alteration, Tho only diCfor- 
ence I find in them is that none has a 
cape, but I presume that crowning hor- 
ror will bo added before the season is 
over. 

It is hard to jiredict just what will bo 
tho favorite dress fabric this fall, but I 
tiiink it will he (juite safe to assert that 
black, and black and white, in stripes or 
plaids will be the first choice, Tho uew 
fabrics and designs in those combinations 
are so varied that it gives a wide rangiMii 
pattern and ([Ualit y to elionse from. The 
blade diagonal clieviots are the hand- 
somest fur street, \ve:ir, and when well 
made are .so noli and relined that they 
aro quite iim,' enii\igh for visiting. 

Thero has been a determined move for 
a long time to gel; tho best dressers to 
adopt white hosiery in silk, sea island 
cloth, lisle or silk jilated, but so far it 
has been without avail. Black hosiery 
has obtained too firm a hold, but now 
that the 1830 fashions are here white 
stockings with clocks and openwork pat- 
terns seem to belong to tho period, and 
thero is a growing demand for them, but 
it will bo long before tho majority give 
up to it. Still, clean white stockings 
aro uoat and dressy. 

Some of tho new ribbons aro wonder- 
fully Jiretty. Ther(!;ire jdaids and gauzes 
and satins, but t lie season's ribbon is a 
grosgrain with satin edges, alike on both 
sides. All the other ribbons are to please 
individuals, but the grosgrain is the 
style.

ALL READY MADE. 



In the Work of tho Custom Drossninlccr 
Dyl.iK Out? 

Less than 10 years ago it was impos- 
sible to purchase a ready made dress in 
America, no matter how urgent tho ne- 
cessity. Today, whether tho garment is 
for funereal, festive or general purposes, 
if a woman's liguro is not totally out of 
proportion, she can bo accommodated 
without the slightest difliculty. 

Those made in this country were at 
first very defective in cut and style. Ev- 
ery year, however, there has been a great 
improvement, tho result being that to- 
day a woman can purchase a ready 
made dress of as perfect a cut, as well 
finished, and frequently betterstyle, than 
if she had specially ordered it. 

A mistaken idea is that women of 
taste do not buy ready made garments. 
Twenty years ago ladies of fashion had 
every article they woro made to order. 
At tlio present time thero is but one ar- 
ticle of wearing apparel to which t ho 
old prejudice slightly clings, and that is 
the corset. But even there that feeling 
is gradually growing less, 

Tliero is nnich about a ready made 
dress to commend it to the buyer. In 
the first place, a woman sees just what 
site is buying and how becoming or un- 
suitod the style is to hor figure. IIow 
infinitely moro assuring it is to seo a 
ganjiont nnido nj) than to imagine how 
it will look when liidshed from a fashion 
plate! Fashion i>ictures too frequently 
turn out to be delusions. 

Tho reiiuisite in lifting ready made 
dresses is that the wearers' figures bo nut 
too far out of proper measurements — 
not that a woman need bo a perfect fig- 
ure by anj- me.ans, but great as tho suc- 
cess has b( 1 11 in fitting nearly all figures 
it is still very difiicnlt for a woman with 
a -I'J inch Inisl measure and a ;J(1 iiudi 
skirt length, or .a 111 iiudi bust measure, 
with a -Id inch skirt length, to be fitted 
in a ready made dress. Tho average 
sizes and those most called for aro be- 
tween ;il and 'lis. Tlie .Vnieriean womi'ii 
ar(i not generally full figures, and -10 and 
•12 aro uiieomnioii and are moro partic- 
ularly conOnod to matrons. 

Thero aro different methods followed 
]iy dilfereiit suit estiiblisbineiits in rtt- 
gard to tlii> Wiii.sts. Ono very luipular 
method is not mak-ieg up the waist un- 
til after tho suit has been purchased, ;i 
sufTicicnt (luantity of material being ri'- 
served for that purpose. Tho usual way 
is to make up the entire suit over a per- 
fect model, allowing anqile seams for all 
necessary alterations. In most of the 
finer houses the waists are finished ex- 
actly as though they bad been fitted, 
thereby gi'ving a great deal of unneces- 
sary labor in the ripping. Tho French 
method is only adopted here in French 
houses or under French management, 
and is a g'reat improvement upon this. 
Tho waists, although made up and fin- 
ished snflicien'tly to show the style, aro 
not stitched anywhere, but securely 
basted. "When a lady purchases a dress, 
instead of fitting her tho next d,ay, tlio 
waist is ripped mi her and fitted at once. 

It is not with dresses alono that tin! 
demand for ready made articles has in- 
creased, but in every garment which a 
woman wears. In tho matter of shoes, 
unless in excepti<nial cases, tho only tinio 
when shoet aro made to order is when 
thiy match tho material in a dross. An 
extra lino of odd sizes and shapes to ac- 
coinincjilate all styles of foot is made in 
every ^rade of shoes. In fact, if a wom- 
an is not a physical monstrosity, there is 
no reason \\']iy she cannot buy overy- 
thing she wears ready made.

Sometimes you hear a chivalrous arid 
adniirablo gentleman say tliis: "In the 
ideal state of .society Jio woman will havo 
to work for her living. Jlen will do all 
tho work at high wages and take caro of 
women." Tho chivalrous gentleman is 
quite unaware that he is merely repeat- 
ing in another form that miserable old 
trades' sentiment which to this day 
would if possible keep women out of all 
the money earning occupations simply 
bocatiso tho men want all the money for 
themselves to dole it out to women as 
they like or do not like. Experience 
shows that mostly thoj' do not like it. 
Our trades idealists go further and d'.v 
clare it is woman's business to mother 
tho children, and that lier place is in 
tho homo, taking caro of thom. Onco 
more, at heart this is merely because 
men want all the money for themselves. 
Woman was created with moral, spirit- 
ual and intellectual faculties. Develop- 
ment is the end and aim of existence. It 
is a woman's duty to doveloj} these moral, 
spiritual and intellectual faculties wheth- 
er she has any children or not. If she is 
keptathoni(\ knowing nothing of busi- 
ness, tho world or of the earning ond care 
of money, she will remain in a state of 
intellectual childhood. Young children 
arovory sweet; oldchildrenaronot. Only 
through struggle, through hustling, 
through experience, does the human 
race become ripo and ricli in wisdom, 
beauty and power. A woman who is 
not tho mother of little children that de- 
mand her immediate caro is under tho 
samo obligation to earn her own living 
tliat !i man is, and she will bo 10 times 
tho woman for doing so. But tho hu- 
man race would run out, say the trailes 
idealists, if you permiltid women to do 
anything else than V tho mothers of 
children. 'Well, did yoti ever think of 
it— tho fact is, tho race would bo consid- 
erably better off if about half of it would 
run out. 

If a woman's domestic tastes ;ire 
stronger than her other tastes, then she 
should marry and di.'vote herself to do- 
mestic life, if she can gi't a husband to 
suit her. But if her tastes for profes- 
sional and business life are more power- 
ful than tho domestic instinct, if she is 
what wo call in our expressive A. U'rieaa 
phrasing a "careering woman," then shi; 
should stay single, at h.'ast until she has 
achieved her career. That seems about 
tho right way for a woman to decide tho 
momentous question — to marry or not 
to marry? A careering woman need not 
fear she will be unable to find a husband 
if she waits till she has won her place 
professionally, A successful woman can 
always get a husband. 

Liberty for woman as for man is tho 
most precious possession on earth. 

If yoti aim at happiness, you will lose 
it, and mere liappiness is rather a low 
aim anyhow. Htrivo for high develop- 
ment, for living a life of use, and happi- 
ness will conio to you incidentally.

"THE STORY OP A KISS." 

An Example of How a Morltorlons Attraction 
Utty Grievously DlBappoint. 

Madeline Merli, Mr. Ralph G. Cum 
mings and a company of actors and 
aotresses whom any »tar might be proud 
to have asaociuttd with her, presented 
" The Story of a Kiea " ut Tho Viotoriii last 
evening, giving so nutural a perfornianue of 
a terrible and yet faeoiiiaiiug play, that it 
seemed to be u weird aud horrible reality. 
And yet it may siifely bo said that tlic 
poorest " attraotioua " have not nioro 
tliorougbly disappointed tho audietices ex- 
pecting great thinga of thetn than did tliia 
interpretation of a work of geniua by artiata 
of liniah and education. Tho play and the 
playera wero above the hcada of the audi- 
ence, and were not uiidoratood. 

" Tho Story of a Kisa " ia a dramatization 
of one of tho moat aucueasful novela of the 
the decade. Ita opening sceuea introduce a 
young and bandaomo wife and her elderly 
husband, to whom she haa never given her 
love. The oppearauco of an artist friend of 
the husband awaliena the aleeping heart of 
the wife aud by a kias her fidelity 
is alienated, aa well aa her confeaaion of 
regard secured. In a moment of madness 
she exclaims that wero she unmarried or a 
widow, her choice would quickly ba made 
The BO fearful euggcatiou falls lilie a seed 
into fruitful soil and opportunity present 
ing, the husbaud'd death is encompassed by 
the lover, who hurls him from a boat into 
he Seine. But the coveted happiness does 
not come either to the direct perpetrator of 
the crime or the instigator, the remem 
farance of their guilt haunting them contin' 
ually — the face of the dead constantly rising 
before them and driving both to the very 
verge of insanity. 

In a moment of aouto mental terror, a 
wild paroxaysmof nmdnoas, induced by tho 
sight of a picture of tho dead, the man re- 
views his crime aloud, and is heard by the 
invalid mother of the victim, who, tlie hor- 
ror of tlie trutli cijiiiiiig upim her, falls 
stricken l)y almost complete paralysis. The 
climax ia approached in the increasing men 
tal torture of the guilty pair, who fear each 
moment that tho power to comnuinicate the 
knowledge she poaacasea may be leatored to 
the wretched mother and thoy thereby b 
brought to justice. Tho end ia reached by 
trogio stages, in tho murder of the woman 
by her guilty associate and hia auicido with 
p''i-on in tlio preaeuce of the paralytic. 

The wonderful intenaity of tho acting of 
thepe three in tho " leada " was lost upon 
those who sat beneath the stage last even 
ing. " What's tho old- woman sitting there 
for 7" inquired one supposed gentleman of 
the audience, and hia question was followed 
by hearty and appreciative laughter from all 
the seats around. And when the death by 
poison ends tho scene, the actor having 
faithfully presented a tableau in strict ac- 
cord with the accuracy medical aciencc 
calls for and tho force the play demanda, 
hisses and laughter contended for suprem- 
acy in tho house. 

"Tho rankest show we've had for a long 
timo/' observed the volunteer critic of tlie 
pit, and his words of wiad.un wero echoed 
and encored. 'J'lie comedy after-[)iece 
proved more in touuli with the audience, 
who had come determined to laugh and 
wore not to Ijo dioappointed if oljligod 
smile ut tho agonies of death. It ia 
doubt well that l'"anny Davenport's 
gagcment haa been cancelled and that 
llunry Irving ppaacd Victoria by; other 
actora of world lame who visit Victoria will 
do well to provide guide-books to bo given 
with tho tickets of udmiaaion, conveying 
the r(,(|uirKil information that Othello and 
Ittgn are not favorite low comedy roles, and 
Handel is not uaually expected to danco a 
clog to banjo accompaniment.

After on absenoo of several months in 
England Cupt. Clive Phillipps WoUey is 
back again in Victoria. Seated in hia atndy, 
surrounded with big tin boxes from which 

he was aortiug papers and manuscript, ho 
discoursed last evening on his trip to the 
Old Country and tho literary work on which 
ho was engaged. 

"Here, you see," he remarked, pointing to 
the aforesaid papers, "I'm getting rid of 
what is no moro use to me now that tho 
work of tho luat three years is in print. 
You must understand that the chief object 
of my visit to England wua in connection 
with the two volumea on Big Gaino Shoot- 
ing, which I mulfrtool; to coulributo to the 
Badminton Library. Tlio Badminton Lib- 
rary is a aeriea of booka on Bjiort of all kinds, 
which the Duke of Hoaufort ia bringing out 
aud haa dedicated to tho I'rince of 
Wales. The diirerent volumea uro writteu 
by the loading uulhoritiea and authors on 
each subject, and are being produced re- 
gardlesa of expense. Here's a li.st of tho 
gentlemen who aaaiated mo on my 15ig 
(Jame, for example : V. C. SelouR, tho great 
African hunter and the original of liider 
Haggard's Allan, (juatormain; F. Jackaon, 
from whom tho aauio author drew hia 
atories; \V. C. Oawell, tho father of African 
Boort ; Lieut. .S. Litlledale, Sir Henry 
Pottingor, Lord Kilmorey, Arnold aud 
Warburton Pike, Col. Heber Percy, Abel 
Chapman and othera. You can see from 
that tho class of men who are writing. 
" Big Game " is illustrated by Wolf, tho 
celebrated l!,= rinan animal painter, and 
Uhas. Whimper, equally famous in the 
aamo line." 

Opening up a portfolio, Capt. Wolley pro- 
duced several of Whiinper'a original pic- 
tures for the woric, and presented to him by 
the artist. They are certainly murvellously 
well executed, especially a group of moose 
in their native wilds, a work that the artist 
himself considered the finest of the kind ho 
had ever produced. The "Big Game" 
volumes are to bo published before Christ- 
mas by Longmans. 

While in England, Capt. Wolley, who is 
an enthoaiaatio Britiah Columbian, contri- 
buted a series of articles on this Province to 
the Field, the Mining Journal,and the Dun- 
dee papers, besides various other magazines 
and papers. 

" I assure you," he said, "that in Eng- 
land there are more inquiries made about 
British Columbia than any other part of 
Canada. Every day I received letters and 
met people who wanted to know eomething 
about tho Province, and naturally I did my 
best to act forth its cUima as u desirable 
place to live, and also drew attention to ita 
attractions for sport. Aa a result I was in- 
strumental in deciding lully fifty people to 
corne out next spring, some to hunt, and the 
remainder people with money who will set- 
tle here." 

Capt. Wolley believes that the interest 
taken in Britiah Coluriiliia ia brought about 
by visitors from thia Province meeting 
people in London and talkint; about tho 
country. One man whlj haa done a great 
deal of "missionary" work of thia kind ia 
Mr. Horace Cannon, of Kootenay. 

" If holf a dozen men would show the 
s'^mo interest in this work as he haa in 
England," said Capt. Wolley, "it would 
do moro good than all the pamphlets ever 
written." 

Capt. Phillipps- Wolley'a last book pub- 
lished is entitled "Gold, Qold, in Ctrl 
boo ! " a story dealing with the early days 
in Britiah Columbia. A review of this 
work in the London Spectator, says : 

" Thia description of life in the Cariboo 
gold rush of I8(3'2, is one of the most power- 
ful and atirriog atoriea we remember to have 
seen for some time." 

Selous, the African hunter, had intended 
to come out with Capt. PhillippaWollcy, 
but changed hia plans and wua oil to Africa 
when tho Matabelo outbreak occurred, be- 
cause, he wrote, he was ao intereated iu tho 
development of the Maaliona couutry that 
"he could not dcaert the boys." 

A visitor from ICngland here next year 
will be one of the lurgeat brewers from the 
"north country," who was so intereated in 
the Btatislica that Capt. Phillipps- Wolley 
gave him of our hops, that ho decided to 
come out uud look into tho hop growing in- 
dustry. 

On hia way back tn tho Const, a visit was 
made through Aaainaboia by Capt. Wolley, 
who was commiaaioned liy a leading English 
journal to write a series of articles on the 
capabilities of that region, espooially as ro 
gai ds sheep-raiaing. 

" Well, good-bye," remarked the Captain, 
" I.,nok out for yourself," aa hia interviewer 
stumbled over a wild liuast'a head adorning 
a skin rug, nearly impded himself on a 
pair of moose horns and, in extricating him- 
self, turned round into a set of boar's claws, 
as he threaded his way through a hall lilled 
with trophies like unto a museum.

OANHOT BE CIVILIZED. 

The ColvlUo Aeeue.y Indians Dying Out— A 
Death Feast. 

W.iSHl.scTO.v CiTV, Nov '21!. — Tho Com- 
miesiouer of Indian aCfaira haa received a 
number of annual reports from Indian 
agents. The majority of them indicate 
gcuerul prosperity among tho tribes and a 
gradual advancement in civilization. Sev- 
eral agents comment on the indifferenco 
of Indiana to marriage tiea and an unwill- 
ingness to abandon old customs. Tho 
agent at the Colville agency, in Washing- 
ton, believes the efforta to oivitize the red 
men will not be auoceasful, and aaya that 
by intermarriage end the heavy death 
rate the Indian ia doomed to extinction in 
a few generations. At the Uintah and 
Ouray reservation, in Utah, the use of 
gruziug lands by white men is creating con- 
siderable diasatiafaction. Tho work of courts 
of Indian ofi'enaes is generally recommended 
and the ethciency of the police is praised. 
The attention paid to agriculture aodatook- 
raising at most agencies ia reported to be 
growing each year. 

Ai.:iiA, Nov. 23. — Moat of tho Indiana of 
tho Colville reservation are gathering at the 
Okantigan rivor, opposite this place, and 
will soon conimenco a week's celebration, or 
iu other worda a "death feuat," over two 
Indians of inllueuco who wore burned to 
death 801110 time ago. Chief Moaca and 
other celebrities of his tribe will bo preaent 
tn assist in the ceremonies, which uro to bo 
of u superstitious nature. B irbecues aud 
Indian singing will bo indulged in, and a 
wild, weird sort of "ghost dancu" held.

Houolala. 



Queeu Liliuokalani Orders Court 
Dresses iu Anticipation of 
Restoration. 

San Fkancihco, Nov. 2.'!. — Information 
was received to-day by tho stoaiiiship Ala- 
meda of another tragedy committed by the 
natives of tliu ialand of Pentecost, in the 
New Hebrides group. The viotima were 
George Lifon, of Abrym, and two natives, 
forming a portion of the crew of his veeael, 
a small cutter sailing under the American 
flag. It appears that Lifon visited Pente- 
cost for tho purpose of recruiting labor, 
and early ono morning, accompanied 
by two natives, left hia vesael in a 
small boat for the shore, to bring ofl several 
native recruits. Not returning at a late 
hour those on board the American vessel 
became alarmed and, on a second boat land- 
ing, it was discovered that the natives hud 
seized tho first boat and massacred the oc- 
cupants. The bodies of the commander and 
native were found near the beach horribly 
mutilated, but the body of the other native 
could not be obtained, and it ia concluded 
that tho savages bad taken it to the village 
for u cannibaliatio feaat. 

The Mariposa arrived on the 3rd at Apia, 
Samoa, at li p.m., having H. C. Ide, chief 
justice elect of Samoa, ond W. Lee Cham- 
bers, U. S. land commissioner, on board. 
On their arrival I. H. Deovers, clerk of the 
Supieme court, proceeded to tho steamer in 
King Mikliotoa'a boat, manned by police 
in uniform, and brought Mr. Ide on ahoie, 
wlierc he waa met by the throe reaident 
consuls. Proceeding in two carriages to 
Mulimen they were met at the 
court houao by Chief Justice Cedercrantz, 
and tho British C^onaul, the senior, intro- 
duced Mr. Lie ollicially. The retiring 
Chief Justice welcomed Mr. Ide to Samoa 
in a few well chosen worda, and Mr. Ide 
responded. The Consuls took their oliicial 
farewell from Cederorantz and left for 
Apia, but the two judges remained and helii 
a private conference. Iu tho evening Chief 
•Justice Cedercrantz left; by the Mariposa 
for Europe. A largo number of friends 
were on board to suy farewell. 

Honolulu newspaper correspondents have 
invariably noted t|)e perfect fckith with 
which the Queen believed in her ultimate 
restoration. To such an extent did this 
certainty go that ahe several times fixed the 
exact date. A prominent merchant of thia 
city this morning received a letter from a 
Honolulu representative, in which thia cer- 
tainty of tho Queen is again clearly shown. 
Tho oorreapondent states that the (^ueen 
has given orders for a full train of gowns for 
the ladies of iier court, and a niagniticeiU 
purple robe for heraelf. These gowna are 
to be used at the restoration, which the 
letter states ia to tak'j place next 
Tuesday. New uniforms, the letter (.'oes on 
to aay, have been made for the (Jueen'a 
guarda, and everything ia rcaily for an im- 
posing display when the I 'roviiional ( ; ov- 
ernment haa to step down and out.

LoNDOK, Nov. 23.— A British blue book 

concerning tho Behriug Sea arbitration 
came out to-day. It conaiata mostly of 
notes from the Canadian Minister of Mar- 
ine and British Agent at the arbitration, to 
Lord Boaebery, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Afi'aira, of a 'narrative of 
the progress of the proceedings and 
protocols and abstracts from tho reports 
of tho proceedings. The only new docu- 
ments ara notes of minor importance by Mr. 
Tuppor and Hon. John ,W. Foster, Ameri- 
can agent. 

In one of tho notes Mr. Foster denies 
that the question of expenao ciuaod 
his withdrawal from tho joint ar- 
rangement for daily shorthand re- 
ports of tho proceedings. Mr. Foster 
gave as his solo reason for the withdrawal 
tho fact that U. S. counsel found the re- 
ports so incorrect as to bo useless, while tho 
burden of revision would have been a terri- 
ble tax upon tho time of the Americans. 
Mr. Foster aaya be cleared up this matter 
because the London dailies made auoh inia- 
leading atatementa aa to the action of the 
Americans. The atatementa have remained 
uncontradicteduntilnow. Mr.Foator's refusal 
to participate in the joint srrangonicnt, waa 
dated April 18. Aa late aa August 8th, 
however, Mr. Tuppemrote to the president 
of the Tribunal, Uaron de Courcel, asking 
that tho arbitrutora declare that tho United 
States must bear their aharo of tho cost of 
producing tho papera. Mr. Foster wrote 
Baronde Courcel that tho UnitedStates could 
not agree to tho extraordinary request to 
pay for reports of which no copies had been 
received by the United .Slates counsel, and 
which wero produced without tho assent or 
supervision of the United States. B:iron 
De Courcel referred the (juestion to a pri- 
vate meeting of the arbitratio;i, who de- 
clared tliemaelvea incompetent to examine 
how the cost, of the rejiorta ought to be 
defrayed. The Blue ISook closes with com- 
plimentary letters from Lord Kosebery to 
the Marquis of Dutlerin, Britiah Ambas- 
sador in Paris and all the British officials 
engaged in the arbitration.

Wi.SNinct!, Nov. 2X — (Special.)— Tho 
Liberals are naturally jubilant over their 
victory of Wcdnoaday, but must admit that 
the Conaervativea asuiated them in carrying 
the day on the cry of tiriff reform. Several 
arrests have l)een nuide of persons who at- 
tempted to personate dead men and othera 
at tho polls, in every instance tho arrest be- 
ing ordered by the i\'artiii scrutineer. The 
uu.'st iiii portent arrest ia that of a man 
named Chamberlain, who came hero from 
Toronto for tho avowed purpose of person- 
ating. Ho boasts that he voted sixteen 
times, and an evening paper intimates that 
papers implicating prominent people were 
found in his possession.

liritish and Other Warships Iu Bra7,llitin 
Waters— Has no News of a 
Bombardment. 

London, Nov. 23.— In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Sir Edward Groy, Parliament- 
ary Secretary of the Foreign Oilice, in re- 
sponse to a (|uestion on the subject, said the 
Government had received no news that Rio 
Janeiro had been bombarded by Admiral 
Mello. He added, however, that a bom- 
hardnient might occur despite the eliorts of 
llio British oHicera to prevent it. 'The 
British warship .Sirius and two aniuller 
British war vessels wero on the apot, lo- 
gethei witii warahips of tho United States, 
France, Germany, the Netherlands and 
Portugal. The British Minister at Kio 
Janeiro cnnstantlj' communicated with tho 
senior British naval ofBoor on the subject of 
protection to foreigners.
